The resolution, issued to the 
press signed by President Leon 
McCool and Recording Secre- 
tary Marius Waldal, says that 
the nurses at the hospital vot- 
ed in February in an election 
held by the State Conciliation 
Service, in favor of having the 
California State Nurses Asso- 
ciation represent them. 

Since that time the trustees 
with the exception of Rhodes, 
the resolution continues, “and 
the management of Eden hos- 
pital have refused to negotiate 
with their employees and their 
official representative, the 
|\CSNA, but have referred them 
to their ‘water boy,’ the Asso- 
ciated Employers.” 

The Associated Employers, 
the resolution declares, “we be- 
lieve to be one of the worst 
anti-labor organizations in the 
State of California.” 

An editorial from the Hay- 
ward Daily Review, appearing 
July 3, is quoted: “Something 
is wrong in Eden hospital. Com- 
plaints by the nurses against 
long hours and work load; and 
privately, by members of the 
medical staff against features 
of the hospital administration.” 

It seems that June 18 the 
nursing staff “wrote a letter 
to the trustees through the 
CSNA. They requested an im- 
mediate meeting with the trus- 
tees. The letter charged that 
the rapid changes in nursing 
personnel were caused by un- 
satisfactory conditions; that 
nursing morale was low; that 
they were understaffed; that 
many professional nurses in the 
area were unwilling to work at 
Eden until conditions were im- 
proved.”

This, of course, is in addition 
to mortgage interest. Other 
more traditional closing costs 
also have risen sharply. The 
United States Savings and Loan 
League reports that charges for 
recording mortgage and deed,

concealed from the buyer until 
the deal for the 
house and finds he is paying 
unexpectedly large fees.

Now this is a comparatively 
reasonable charge made by the 
more reasonable lenders for VA 
and FHA mortgages.” Dr. Wil- 
moth C. Price of the business- 
education department at Ball 
State College in Indiana, re- 
ports that in his experience, 
banks and savings and loan as- 
sociations try to keep closing 
costs down to reasonable limits, 
but mortgage and investment 
companies tend to have “con- 
siderably higher closing costs.” 
For example, in his state, on 
“conventional loans” (non-VA 
\or FHA) lenders may. make ad- 
ditional charges such as dis- 
counting the loan at 2 per cent 
and brokerage or commission 
of 1 per cent of the loan. 

The “origination fee” of 1 per 
cent of the mortgage, and the 
additional discount sometimes 
charged by the sharper mort- 
gage lenders are the closing 
costs most objectionable to buy- 
ers, says Dr. Price.
